SCENE OF WILD ENTHUSIASM.

It wi;s never equalled on a ball field
In thu city Players that is those
who filled Scranton uniforms aud
spectators were wrought to the highest
pitch of enthusiasm.

Hodson executed a war dance in
front nf th9 grand stand for Tery joy
nndWetzdmet Massey at third and
continued to sbske hi band with great
vigor until the home plate was rescued,
where Hogan, WVstlake and other
braves fell on the neck of the heroic
"William.

The occupants of the grand stand
and bleachers arose as one man and
yelled and hooted until the populace
re.iding within a radius of three quar-
ters of a mile thought a riot was in
progress at the park. Hats and um-
brellas were waved in the air, fire
crackers were discharged and a shower
of silver eolns rained from the grand
stand on Massey's head.

CEOWDID ON THB FIELD.

From the bleachers and field, hun-
dreds nf spectators rushed in and
crowded around 'he player, seeking an
opportunity to grasp his hand. It was
five, minutes before anything like order
could be restored and the field cleared,
so that play could be resumed.

Massey's hit that aavsil the game
will be long remembered In the annals
of base ball in Scranton.

It wns o great gams throughout.
The playing, with one or two excep-
tions, was as sharp and clean ns has
ever been seen in the city. Both clubs
were straining every nerve to win, for
Ilazleton is anxious to finish in ssoond
place and Scranton In fourth. A do-fe-
